In the G. O. read as lit paper above, Government lave ordered that 
the contractors who have registered themselves as contractors during 1969.0 
might be exempted from renewing application during 1970-71 and that 
the rule 6 (a) of the G. O. (P ) 69 /PW dated 26-1-1969 might be strictly 
enforced from 1971-72 onwards insisting that those who desire to renew their 
registration during 1971-72 should apply for renewal bcforc 1-1-1971 and as 
a concession to such contractors, the period of applications for acnewal migli 
be extended upto 1st February provided the contractors pay a frie of Rs. 3 
foe ruch late application. 

2. In the light of suggestion received from the Accountant General, 
Chicf Engineer (General and Buildings & Roads) and Chief Engineer 
(PHED), Governmenthave issued revised orders regulating the regitration 
of contractors in the Kerala P. W. D in G. O. read as 2nd paper above. 
These revised orders will come into force from 1-1-1971. According to 
rule 6 (a ) of the revised Rules issued in the above G.O., the last date from 
application for renewal of the existing Registration for the year 1971.72 ias 
been fixed as 31-3-1971.

Since the concession allowed for purpo.es of renewal of registration 
in the G. O. read as fir t paper and the provisions in the revised rules issued 
in the G. O. read as second paper do not agree. it has become necessary to 
amend the G. Os. suitably . 

4. In their letter cited 3rd above , the All Kerala Government Contrac 
tors Association has also requested that a uniform procedure be followed for 
renewal of registration , that the period of registration mi ht be fixed as 3 
years and that the renewal of registrat on might be done without insisting on 
a fresh sol, ency certificate . 

5. Government have reviewed the matter in detail and, in partial modi 
fication of the orders read first and second above, are pleased to issue the 
following orders: 
(i) The tine for applying for renewal of registration which will expire 

on the 31st March 1971 will be extenderl upto 30th April 1971. 
A further period if one month till 31st May 1971 will be given for 
such renewal application with a fine of Rs 5 for such late appli 
cation as already pre cribed . For the sake of uniformity , the 
application form for renewal prescribed in the order read as second 

paper above shall be followed. 
(6 ) The period of existing registration which will expire on the 31st 

March, 1971 and hich are to be renewed as above shall stand 
extended upto 30th June 1971, within which time all renew..I appli 

cat ons should be disposed of by the registering authorities. 
( ii) Under the existing rules, the period of registration of a contractor 

is alid only for the financial year in which the registration is made. 
Since normally works spill over two seasons or two financial years, 
it is felt that the period of registration of the contract ws should be 
for atleast 2 financial years instead of cne financia ! year as at 
present. The registration ofcontractors henceforth will, therefore , 
be fira priod oft so financial years instead ofoe financial yer 
1,at pieseat. This order wil apply to fresh registrations or registra 

tions to be renewed from the year 1971-72 onwards. 
( iv) The fee for renewal of registration will, however,be raised to Rs. 20 

instead of Rs. 10 as at present. 
6. As it will take some time for the Goverunent to cacine the request 
of the Contractors Association for dispensing with the need for producing 

olvency certi cate at the tiine of renewal, the existing prers ir isting on 
such poduction of solvency certificaic shall be continued to lc in Porec for 
the renewals to be dosc now . The request will be examined and orders 
passed in due course. 
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7. The Chief En ineers are requested to bring this to the notice ofall 
registering authoritis and ensure that the registrations are made properly in 
accordance with therevise i rules issued in the G. O. read as second paper 
above and molified to the extent specified herein .

(48 OF 1970 )

ACT 


to provide for the constitution of a Central Council of Indian M.dicine and Ile 

» aintenane of a Central Register of Indian Medicine and for malters 

onne ted the ewi:h . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title extent and commencemint.- (1 ) This Act may be called the 
Indian Medicine CentralCuncil Act, 1970 . 

(2) It extends to thewhole of India. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force in a State on such date as the Central 
Governm - nt may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint in thi 
behalf for kuch State, and ditlere it dates may be appointed for differen 
States and for different provisions of this Act. 

2. Definitions - (1) In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires -- 

(a ) " ap roved institution" means a teaching in t tution , healt 
centre or hos ital recognie! by a University or B ard as an institutinin 
which a resou may undergo the trining, if any, r quired by bis course on 
study before the award of any medical qualification to him ; 

(b ) " Board" meins a Board , Council, Examining B dy or Faculty 
of Indian Medicine (by whatever name calle !) carstituted by the Sate 
Government under any law for the time being in force regulating the 
award of medical qualifications in , and regisration of p actitioners of, 
Lidian medicine; 

(c) Central Council " means the Central Council of Indian 
Medicine constituted u dry section 3 ; 

(d ) " Central Register of Indian Medicine" means the register 
maintained by the Cet tral Council under this Act ; 

( ) " Indian medicine" means the system of Indian medicine com 
inonly known as Ashtang Avur eda, Sid, ha cr Unii Tibb whetler supple 
mented or not by such modern advances as the Cen ral Council may declare 
hy notification from time to time ; 

f) " medical instituit on " means any institution within or without 
India which grant degrees. diplomas or licences in Indian medicine; 

(8 ) " prescribed" means prescribed by regulations; 
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(h ) " recognised medical qualification " means any of the medical 
qualifcations, including post-gradite medical qualification , of Indian 
medicine included in the Second , Third or Fourth Schedule; 

(i) " regulation " roeans a regulation made under section 36 ; 

6 ) " State Register of Indian Medicine" me ns a register or registers 
maintained under any law for the time being in force in any State 
regulating the registration of practitioners of Indian medicine; 

(k ) " University " m ng any University in India, established by 
law and having a Faculty of Indian Med cine and includes a University in 
India established by law in which instruction, teaching, training or research 
in Indian medicine is provided . 

( 2 ) Any reference in this Act to a law which is not in force in the 
State of Jammu and Kishm r shall, in relati n to that Stite , be construed 
as a reference to the corresponding law , if any, in force in that State. 

CHAPTER II 
THE CENTRAL COUNCIL AND ITS COMMITTEES 
3. Constitution of Central Council.- ( 1 ). The Central Government shall , 
by notification in the Official Gazette, constitute for the purposes of this Act 
a Central Council consisting of the following mem zers, namely : 

(a ) such number ofmembers not excerding five asmybe deter 
mined by the CentralGovernment in accordance with the provisions of 
the First Schedule for each of the Ayurved ., Siddha and Unani sy tems 
ofmedicine from each State in which a State Register of Indian Medi 
cine is maintained , to be elected from amongst themselves by persons 

on that Register as practitioners of Ayurveda ,Siddha or Unari, 
(b ) onememher for each of the Ayurved , Sdth , and Unani 
systems of medicine from each University io be elected from amongst 
themselves by the membersof the Faculty or Department (by whatever 
name called ) of the respective system of medici ie of that University ; 

( ) such number of members, not exceediog thi ty per cent of 
the totalnumber of members elected under clauses (a ) and (b ), as may 
be nominated by the Central Government, from amongst persons 
having specialknowledge or prctical experience in respect of Indian 
medicine: 

Provided that iin il members are elected under clause ( ) or clause 
(b) in accordance with the provisions of this Act and the rulesmade there 
inder, the Central Government shall nominate such number of members , 
beins persons qualified to be chosen as such under the said clause (a ) or 
clause (b ), as hecase may be, as that Governmint thinks fit; and refren 
ces to elected members in this Act shall be construed as including 
references to members so nominated .

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(2) The Presi ent of the Central Council shall be elected by the mem 
bers of the Central Council from an ongst themselves in such manner as may 
be prescribed . 

( 3) There shall be a Vice President for each of the Ayurveda, Siddha 
and Unani systemsof medicine who shall be elected from amongst them . 
selves by members representing thit system of medicine, elected under 
claus (a) or clause (b ) of sub-section (1) or nominated under clause 
( c ) of that sub section . 

4. Mode of election .- (1) An election under clause (a ) or clause (b ) of 
sub-section ( 1) of sec ion 3 shall be conducted by the Central Covernment in 
accordance with such rules as may be ni ade by it in this behalf. 

(2) Where any dispite arises regarding any election to the Central 
Council, it shall be íeferred to the Ceatral Governmentwhose decision shall 
be final. 

5. Restriction on elections andmembership.- (1) No person shall be eligible 
for election to the Ceniral Council unless he possesses any of themedical 
qualitications includ d in the Second , Third or Fourth Schedule, is enrolled 
on any St.te Register of Indian Medicine and resides in the State 
concerned . 

( 2) No person may at the same time serve as a memebr in more than 
one capacity . 

6. Inco pration of Central Council. The Central Council shall be a body 
corporate by the name of the Central Council of Indian Medic ne having 
perpetual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire , hold and 
dispose of property , both movable and immovable, and to contruct, and 
shall by the said name sue and be sued . 

7. Term of office of President, Vice- President and members of Central Council. 
1 ) The Preside.t, a Vice Pesident or a member of the Cen ral Council 
shall held office for a term of five years from the date of his elec ion or 
nomin tion , as the case may be, or until his successor shall have been duly 
elected or nominates whichever is longer. 

(2) An elected or nominated member shall be deemed to have vacated 
his seat if he is absent without exc se, sufficient in the opinion of the 
Central Council, from three consecutive ord , ay meetings of the Central 
Council or in the case of a member elected uncer clause (a ) of sub 
section (1) of section 3. if he ceases to be enrolled on the concerned State 
Register of Indian Medicine, .or in the case of a member elected under 
clalise (b ) of that sub -section , if he ceases to be a member of the Faculty 
or Department (by whatever rame called ) f Indian Medicine of the 
University concerned . 

( 3) A casual vacancy in the Central Council shall be filled by election 
or nom nation , as the case may be, and the per on elected or ncminate 
to l the vacancy shall hold office only for the remainder of the term for 
which the member whose placc he takes was elected or nominated. 
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(4 ) Members of the Ceatral Council shall be eligible for re-election or 
re-nomination . 

(5) Where the said term of five years is about to expire in respect of 
any member , a successormay be elected or nom nated at any time with n 
three months before the said tera expires but he shall not ass.me office 
u.til the said term has expired. 

8. Meetings of Central Cou wil.- ( 1) The Central Council shall meet 
at least once in each year it such time and place as may be app.inted by 
the Central Council. 

(2 ) Unless otherwise prescribed , one-third of the total number of 
members of the Central Co Incil shall form a quorum , and all the acts of 
the Central Council shall be decided by a majority of the members present 
and voting : 

Provided that no decision of the Central Council in relation to any

present at the meering and support the decision . 

9. Committees for Ayurveda, Sidd ua andUrani - (1) The Central Council 
shall constitute from amongst its members, 

(a ) a committee for Avurieda: 
(b ) a committee for Siddha; and 

( c ) a committee for Unani, 
and each sich committee shall consist ofmember . elected under cliure 
(a ) or clause (b ) or nominated under clause c) of sib section ( 1) of 
section 3 representing the Ayurveda, Siddha or Uoani system of n.edicine, 
as the case may be. 

( 2 ) The Vire -President for eich of the Ayurv.di, Siddhi and Unani 
systems ofmedicine elected under sub-section (3) of section 3 shall be, 
respectively, the Chairman of the committees referred to in clauses (a ), (b ) 
and (c) of sub-section (1) . 

( 3 ) Subject to such general or special directions as the Central Co-incıl 
may from time to time give, each sich committee shall be competent 
to deal with any matter re ating to Ayu veda, Si Idha or U ani system of 
medicine, as the case may be, within the competence of the Central 
Council. 
10 . 

Other commille s .-- The Central Council may constitnte from amontst 
its members such other committees for general or specia purp ses as the 
Central Council deemsnecessary to carry out the purposes of this Act . 

11. Meetings of comittees.- ( 1) The commitees constituted under 
sections 9 and 10 shall meet at least once in each yea . at such time and 
place asmay be appointed the Cent 

Council. 
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(2 ) Unless otherwise prescribed , one -third of the total number of 
members of a committee shall form a quorum , and all the acts of the 
committee shall be decided by a majority of the members present and 
voting. 

12. Officers and other employees of Central Council. The Central Council 
shall 

(a ) appoint a Registrar who shall act as Secretary and who may 
also , if deemed expedient, act as Treasurer ; 

(b ) employ such other persons as it deems necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this Act; 

(c) require and take from the Registrar, or from cay other 
employee, such security for the due performance of his duties as the 
CeutralCouncil deems necessary ; and 

(d ) with the previous sanction of the Central Government, fix 
the rem ineration and allowances to be paid to the President, Vice 
President and members of the Central Council and to theMembers 
of the committees thereof and determine the conditions of service of 

the employees of the Central Council . 
13. Vacan.ies in the Central Council and committees thereof not to indalidale acts 
etc. — No act or procee ing of the Ceatral Council or any committee thereof 
shall be called in question on the ground merely ofthe existe ice of any 
vacancy in, or any defect in the constitution of, the Central Council or the 
committee, as the case may be. 

CHAPTER III 

RECOGNITION OF MEDICAL QUALIFICATIONS 
14. ( 1) Recognition of medical qualifications granted by certain medical insti 
tutions in India --The medical qualifications granted by any University , 
Bard or other medical institution in India which are included in the 
Second Schedule shall be recognised medical qualifications for the purposes 
of this Act . 

(2) Any University, Board or other medical institution in India which 
grants a medical qualification not included in the Second Sch dule may 
apply to the Central Government to have any such qualification recognised, 
and the CentralGovernment, after con-ul ing the Cental Council, may,

direct that an entry shall be made in the last column of the Second Schedule 
against sich medical qualification declaring that it shall be a recognised 
medical qualification only when granted after a specified date. 

15. Recognition ofmedical qualifications granted by certain medical insti 
whose qualifica ions are not included in Second Schedule. - The medical qualif 
cations included in the Third Schedule granted to a citizen of India before 
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the 15th day of August, 1917, by any medical institution in any area which 
was comprised before that date within India as defined in the Government 
of India Act, 1935, shall also be recogaised medical qualifications for the 
purposes of this Act. 

16. Recognition of medical qualifications granted by medical institutions in coun 
tries with which thers is a scheme of reciprocity.- (1) The medical qualifications 
granted by medical institutions outside India which are inclused in the 
Fourth Schedule shall be recognised medical qualifications for the purposes 
of this Act. 

(2) The Central Council my enter into negotiations with the autho 
rity in any State or country outside India , which by the law of such State 
or country is entrusted with the maintenance of a Register of practitioners 
of Id.an medicine, for the sttiling of a scheme of reciprocity for the re 
cognition ofmedical 

qualifications 

ia Indiaa medicine, and in pursuance of 
anyOfficial Gazette, amend the Fourth Schedule so as to include therein any 

scheme, the Central Government may, by notification in the 
medical qualification which the Central Council has decided should be 
made in the lat column of the Fourth Schedule against such m :dical qualifi .

17. Rights of persons possessing qualifications included in Second, Third and 
Fourth Schedules to be enrolled .- (i) Subject to the other provisions contained 
in this Act, any medical qualification included in the Second, Third or 
Fourth Schedule shall be suficieat qualification for enrolment on any State 
Register of Indian Mediciac. 

(2) Sive as provided in section 28 , no person other than a practitioner 
of Indian medicine wbo possesses a recogaised medical qualification and 
is enrolled on a State Regis :er or the Ceatral Register or Indian M.di 
cine, - 

(a) shall hold office as Vaid , Siddha. Hakim or physician or any 
other office (by whatever designation caliel) in Government or in any 
institution maintained by a local or other authority ; 

(b ) shall practis : Indian medicine in any State. 

(c) shall be eatitled to sign or authenticate a medical or 
fitness certificate or any other certificate required by . ny law 
to be signed or authenticated by a duly qualified medical prac 
titioner ; 

(d ) shall be entitled to give evidence at any inquest or in 
any court of law as an expert under section 45 of the Ind ai 
Evider ce Act, 1872 (1 of 1872 ) on any matter relating to Ludian 
medicine. 
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(3) Nothing contained in sub-section (2) shall affect, 

( a) the right of a practitioner of Indian melicine entrolled on 
a Staté Register of Indian Medicine to practise Indian medicine 
in any State merely on the ground that, on the commencement of 
this Act, he does not possess a recognised medical qualification ; 

(b ) the privileges (including the right tɔ practise any system 
ofmedici: e ) conferred by or under any law relating to registration 
of practitioners of Ind an medicine for the time being in force in 
any State on a practitioner of Indian medicine enrolled on a State 
Register of Indian Medicine; 

(c) the right of a person to practise Indian medicine in a State 
in which , the commencement of this Act, a State Register of 
Indian Medicine is notmaintained if, . such commencement, le 
has been practising Indian medicine for not less than five years; 

( d ) the rights conferred by or under the Indian Medical 
Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956) (including the right to practise 
medicine as defined in clause (1 ) of section 2 of the said Act), on 
persons possessing any qualifications included in the Schedules to 
the said Act. 

(4 ) Any person who acts in contravention of any provision of sub 
section (2) shall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to one year, or with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupces or with both . 
18. Pouer to require info.malion as to courses of study and exami atims. 
Every .University Board or medical institution in India which grants a 
recognised medical qualification shall furnish such information as the Central 
Council may, from time to time, require as to the courses of study and 
examinatims to be undergone in order to obtain such qualification , as to the 
undergone and such qualification is conferred and generally as to the requi 
ages at which such courses of study and examinations are required to be 
sites for obtaining such qualification :

(2) Any person , whether he is a member of the Central Council or 
not, may be appointed as a visitor under this section but a person who is 
aprointed as an inspector under section 19 for any inspection or exami 
nition shall not be appointed as a visitor for the same inspection or exami 
nation . 

(3 ) The visitors shall not interfere with the conduct of any truining 
or exa ninations, but shall report to the President of the Central Council 
on the .dequacy of the standards of education including staff, equip 
ment, accommodation , training and other facilit es prescribed for giving 
education Indiin medicine or on the sufficiency of every examination 
which they attend. 

(4 ) The report of a visitor shall be treated as confidentialunless in any 
particular case the President of the Central Council otherwise d rects:

21. Withdra val of recognition.- (1) When upon report by the inspector 
or the vssitor, it appears to the Central Council

(b ) that the staff. equipment, accommod tion training and other 
ficilities for instruction and training provided in such University .

22. Minimum standards of education in Indian medicine.- (1) The Central 
Council may prescribe the minimum standards of education in Indian 
medicine, required for granting recognised medical qual.fications by 
Universities, Boards or medical institutions in India . 

(2) Copies of the draft regulationsand of all subsequent amendments 
thereof shall be furnished by the Central Council to all State Governments 
and the Central Council shall , before submitting the regulatio s or any 
amendment thereof, as the case may be, to the Central Gover ment for 
sanction , take into con i teration the comments of any State Government 
received within three months from the furnishing of the copies as aforesaid . 

(3 ) Each of the Committees referred to in clauses (a ), (b ) and (c ) 
of sub -section ( 1) of section 9 shall, from time to time, report to the Central 
Council on the elicacy of the regulations and may recommend to the 
Central Council such amendments thereof as itmay think ft. 


CHAPTER IV 


THE CENTRAL REGISTER OF INDIAN MEDICINE 
23 The Central Register of Indian Medicine.- (1) The Central Council 
shall cause to bemaintained in the prescribed manner , a register of practi 
tioners in separate parts for each of the system of In ia medicine to be 
known as the Central Register of I dian Medicine which shall contain the 
names of all persons who are for the time being e rolled on a y State 
Registe of thdian Medicine and who posses ; any of the recogaised medical 
qualifications 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Registrar of the Ce tral Council to 
keep and mai tain the Central Register of Indian M dicine in accor ance 
with the prov ions of this Act aid of any orde s made by the Central 
Council, and from time to time to revise che register and pbl sh it is the 
Gazette of India and in such other man aer asmay be prescribed . 
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( 3) Such register shall be deemed to be a public document within the 
meaning of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 ( 1 of 1872) and may be proved 
by a copy published in the Gazette of India . 

24 Supply of copies of State Register of indian medicine. Each Board shall 
supply to the Central Couacil three printed copies of the State Register of 
Indian Medicine as soon as may be after the commencement of this Act and 
subscquently after the first day of April of each year , and each Board shall 
inform the Central Council without delay of all additions to and other 
amendments in the State Register of Indian Medicine made from time 
to time. 

25. Registration in the Cntrat Registrar of Indian Medicine --The Registrar 
of the Central Council may on receipt of the report of registration of a 
person in a State Registrar of Indian Medicine or on application made in 
the prescribed manner by any person , enter his name in the Central 
Register of Indian Medicine, provid - d that the Registrar is satisfied that the 
person concerned is eligible under this Act for such registration . 
26 . 

Profesional con luct.- (1 ) The Central Council may prescribe 
standards of professional conduct and etiquette and a code of ethics for 
practitioners of Indian medicine. 

(2 ) Regulations made by the Central Council under sub-section (1) 
may specify which violations thereof shall constitute infamous conduct in 
zny professional respect, that is to say , proſesion al misconduct, and such 
provision shall have effect notwithstand ng anything contained in any law 
for the timebeing in force . 

27. Removal of names from the Central Register of Indian Medicine - (1) Jf 
he name of any persoa enrolled on a State Register of Indian Medicine is 

emoved therefrom in pursuance of any power conferred by or under any 
law relating to rezistration of practitioners of Indian medicine for the time 
being in force in any State, the Central Council shall direct the removal of 
he name of such person from the Central Register of Indian Medicine. 

(2) Where the name of any person has been removed from a State 
Register of Indian Medicine on any grourd other than that he is not 
possessed of the requisite medical qualifications or where any application by 
The said person for restorat on of his name to the State Register of Indian 
Medicine has been rejected. hemay appeal in the prescribed manner and 
ubject to such conditions, including coiditioas as to the payment of a fee, as 
may be prescribed to the Central Goernment whose dec sion, which shall 
be given after consult ng the Cettral Council,shall be binting on the State 
Government and on the authorities coacerned with the preparation of the 
State Register of Indian Medicine . 

28. Provisional , gistation for practice.-- If the courses of study to be

29. Privileges of personswho are earlled on the Central Register of Indian 
Medicine.-- Subject to the conditions and restrictions laid down in this Act 
regarding practice of Indian medicine by persons possessing certain recogni 
borne on the Central Register of Indian Medicine shall be entitled according 
to liis qualifications to practise Indiaa medicine in a iy part of India and to 
recover in due course of law in respect of such practice any expenses , 
charges in resect ofmedicamenta or other appliancesor any fees to which 
he may be entitled. 

30. Registration of additional qualifications.- (1) If ny person whose name 
is entered in the CentralRegister of Indian Medici.e ob ains any title, 
diploma or other qualification for proficiency in India medicine which is a 
recognised medical qualification, he shall, on application made in this behalf 
in the prescrited manner , be entitled to have an entry stating such other 
title, diploma or other qualification in de gainst his name in th : Central 
Register of Indian Medicine either in sub titution for or in addition to any 
entry previously made . 

( 2) The entries in respect of any such person in a State Register of 
Indian Mcdicine shall be altered in accordance with alterations made in the 
Central Register of Indian Medicine. 

31. Persons enrolled on Central Register of Indian Medicine to notify chance of 
place of residence and practic.- Every per on registered in the Central Register 
of In lian Medicine shall notify any transfer or the place of his residence or 
practice to the Central Council and to the Bord concerned, within ninety 
days of such transfer , failing which his right to farticipate in the election of 
members to the Central Council or a Board shall be liable to be forfeited by 
order of the CentralGovernment either permanently or for such period as 
may be specified therein . 


CHAPTER V 


MISCELLANEOUS 
32. Information to be furnished by Central Council and publication theraf. 
(1) The Central Council shall furnish such reports, copies of its minutes, 
abstracts of its accounts, and other information to the Central Government 
as that Governmentmay require. 

(2) The Central Governmctmay publish in such manner as itmay 
think fit, any report, copy, abstract or other information furnished to it under 
this section or under Section 20. 
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33. Commission of inquiry.- (1) Whenever it is made to appear to the 
Central Government thit the Ceitral Council is not complying with any of 
the provisions of this Act, the Central Goverchent my refer the particulars 
of the complaint to a commision of inquire consisting of three persons, two 
of whom shall be appoited by the CentralGvernment, o le being a Judge 
of a High Court, and one by the Central Guncil, d such commision shill 
proceed to inquire in a summary rainer and to report to the Central 
Gvernment as to the truth of the mat escharged in the complaint, and in 
case of any charge of difu!t or of imoror action bring found by the 
commission have been established , the com niszion shall recomnend the 
remcuies , if any, which are in its opiiio necessary . 

( 2) The CntralGovernment may require the Central Council to 
adapt the remedies so recom nended within sich time as , having regird to 
the report or the commission , it may think fit, and if the Centrul Council 
fails to comply with any such requirement, the Cen ral Government may 
am nd the regulations of the Central Council, or mile such provision or 
order or take such other steps as may seen necessary to give effect to the 
recomn.enditions of the commission . 


(3) A commission of inquiry shall have power to administer oaths, 
tu caforce the a tendance of witnesses and the production of documents, 
and shall have all such other ne essary pwers for the purpose of any inquiry 
conducted by it as are exercised by a c.vil court under the Code of Civil 
Proce, ure, 1908 (5 of 1908 ) . 

34. Protection of action taken is good faith .---No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shail lie agaist this Government, the Ce tral Council or a 
Board or a y comni tee theroperan : offi er or sitt nt of theGvernment 
or the Central Council o the Bord a fo es id for nything which is in good 
faith done or intended to be done under t is Act.

(f ) the fu actions of the committees constituted under section 9 or 
section 10 ; 

(g) the tenure of office,and the powers and duties of the Registrar 
and other officers and servants of the Central Council ; 

(1 ) the app iatuet powers, duties and procedure of inspectors 
and visitors ; 

(i) the courses and period of study and of practical training to be 
und - taken , the subject of examination nd standards of proficiency 
therein to he obtained , in :ay University Board or medical institutions 
for grant of recognised medic i qualifications ; 

( j) the standa ds of staff, quipmen , accommodation , training 
and other facilities for education in Indi- n medicine ; 

(k) the conduct of professional examinations, qualifications of 
examiners and the conditions of addission to such examinations ; 

(1) the standards ofpufessional conduct and etiquette and code of 
ethics to be observed by pr..ctitioners of Indian medicine ; 

(m ) the particulars to be stated and the proof of qualifications 
to be given in applications for registration under this Act ; 

(n ) the manner in which and the conditions subject to which an 
appel under section 27 may be preferred ; 

(o) the fees to be paid on applications and appeals under this 
Act ; and 

(P) any matter for which w.der this Act provision may be made 
by regulations.

ORDINANCE, 1971 

No. 3 Op 1971 
Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-second Year of the 

Republic of India 
An ordinan !e further to amend the Coal Mines Provident Fund and Bonus 

Schemes Act, 1948 and the Employees Provident Funds Act , 1952 . 
WHEREAS a Bill further to amend the CoalMines Provident Fund and 
Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 and the Employees Provident Funds Act, 1952 
was pending in the House of the People ; 

AND WHEREAS the House of the People has been dissolved and the 
Council of States is not in session and the President is satisfied that circum 
stances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action to 
give effect to the provisions of the Bill; 

Now , THEREFORE in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (i) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.-- (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Labour Provident Fund Laws (Amendment) Ordinance , 1971 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Act 46 of 1948, Act 19 of 1952 and Act 31 of 1956 to be temporarily

The qualifications and method of appointment to the post of Adminis 
trative Assistant.

THE GURUVAYOOR DEVASWOM BILL , 1971 

A 

BILL 
to make provision for the proper administration of the Guruvayoor 

Devaswom . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS the Sree Krishna Temple at Guruvayoor 
is a very ancient Temple of unique importance which owns extensive 
properties and endowments and in which millions of devotees from 
all over India are reposing their faith and belief ; 

AND WHEREAS under the scheme framed by the High Court of 
Madras in Appeals Nos. 211 and 212 of 1930 , for the administration 
of the said Temple , as modified by the District Court, South Malabar , 
in O.S. No. 1 of 1933, the administration , control and management 
of the Temple and its properties and endowments have been vested 
in the hereditary trustees, namely , the Zamorin Raja of Calicut and 
the Karanavan for the time being of the Mallisseri Illam at 
Guruvayoor ; 

AND WHEREAS the administration and management of the 
Devaswom by the said trustees has deteriorated and a situaticn has 
arisen rendering it expedient to reorganise, in the interests of the 
general public, the scheme of management of the affairs of the 
Devaswom and to provide better administration therefor in super 
session of the said scheme; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -second Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 


CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1 Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Guruvayoor Devaswom Act, 1971. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th day 
of March , 1971. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

( a ) " Administrator " means the Administrator appointed 
under section 14 ;

(b ) " Commissioner " means the Commissioner appointed 
under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 
1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951 ) ; 

(c ) " Committee" means the Guruvayoor Devaswem Managing 
Committee constituted under section 3 ; 

(a ) " Devaswom " means the Temple, and includes its proper . 
ties and endowments and the subordinate temples attached to it ; 

(e ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act ; 

(f) " Temple " means the Sree Krishna Temple at Guruvayoor ; 

( g ) " Temple Fund" means the Sree Guruvayoor Temple 
Fund constituted under section 24. 


CHAPTER II 


THE COMMITTED 
3. Incorporation .- (1 ) The administration, control and manage 
ment of the Devaswom shall be vested in a Committee constituted 
in the manner hereinafter provided . 

(2 ) The Committee shall by the name of the " Guruvayoor 
Devaswom Managing Committee" be a body corporate and shall have 
perpetual succession and a common seal and shall by the said name 
sue and be sued through the Administrator. 

4. Composition of Committee.- ( 1 ) The Committee shall consist 
of the following members, namely : 

(a ) the Zamorin Raja , who shall be the Chairman ; 

(b ) the Karanavan for the time being of the Mallisseri Illam 
at Guruvayoor, who shall be the Vice-Chairman ; 

(c ) the Administrator, ex -officio ; 

( d ) the Chairman of the Guruvayoor Township Committee. 
provided he is a person professing the Hindu religion cx -officio ; 

(e ) the Thantri of the Temple, ex -officio ; 

(f) a representative of the employees of the Devaswom , 
nominated by the Government; 

(g ) not more than eleven persons nominated by the Govern 
ment of whom one shall be a Harijan . 

( 2 ) A person shall be disqualified for being nominated under 
clause (g ) of sub -section ( 1) if 

(i) he does not profess the Hindu religion; or 


(ii ) he is an employee under the Government or the 
Devaswom ; or 

(iii) he is below thirty years of age or more than seventy years 
of age ; or 

(iv ) he is engaged in any subsisting contract with the 
Devaswom ; or 

(v ) he is subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in 
clauses (a ), ( b ) and ( c ) of sub-section (3 ) of section 5 . 

5. Term of office of non - official members, resignation and removal 
of such members and casual vacancies in their office.- ( 1) A member 
nominated under clause (f) or clause (g ) of sub -section (1 ) of 
section 4 shall hold office for a period of three years from the date 
of his nomination and shall be eligible for re-nomination. 

(2 ) A member referred to in sub-section (1) may resign his 
office by giving notice in writing thereof to the Government and shall 
cease to be a member on his resignation being acceptei by the Gov 
ernment. 

( 3 ) TheGovernmentmay, by order , remove from office a member 
referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) if 

(a ) he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a compe . 
tent court ; or 

( b ) he has applied for being adjudged an insolvent, or is an 
undischarged insolvent; or 

( c ) he has been convicted of any offence involving moral turpi 
tude; or 

( d ) he has been guilty of corruption or misconduct in the 
administration of the Devaswom ; or 

( e ) his presence in the Committee is , in the opinion of the 
Government, prejudicial to the interests of the Devaswom ; or 

( f ) he has absented himself for more than three consecutive 
meetings of the Committee and is unable to explain such absence to 
the satisfaction of the Committee ; or 

( g ) he, being a legal practitioner, has acted or appeared on 
behalf of any person against the Devaswom in any legal proceeding ; 


or 


( h ) he ceases to profess the Hindu religion. 

( 4 ) A member shall not be removed under sub -section ( 3 ) unless 
he has been given a reasonable opportunity of showing cause agains 
his removal. 
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(5 ) An order of the Government under sub-section ( 3 ) shall be 
final and shall not be liable to be questioned in any court of law . 

(6 ) The term of office of a member nominated to till a casuai 
vacancy shall be for so long only as the member whose place has been 
filled would have been entitled to hold office if the vacancy had not 
occurred . 

6. Dissolution and supersession of Committee.- (1) If, ia the 
opinion of the Government, the Committee is not competent to perform 
or makes default in performing the duties imposed on it under this 
Act or exceeds or abuses its powers, the Government may, after 
such inquiry as may be necessary , by notification in the Gazette , 
supersede the Committee for such period, not exceeding six months, 
as the Government may deem fit. 

( 2 ) Before issuing a notification under sub-section ( 1) , the 
Government shall communicate to the Committee the grounds on 
which they propose to do so, fix a reasonable time for the Committee 
to show cause against the proposal and consider its explanations and 
objections, if any . 

( 3 ) Where a Committee is superseded under this section , the 
Government shall appoint a person in the service of the Government 
and professing the Hindu religion to exercise the powers and perform 
the functions of the Committee until the expiry of the period of 
supersession : 

Provided that the period during which the Committee remains 
superseded shall not have the effect of extending the maximum term 
of office of a member nominated under clause (f ) or clause (g ) of 
sub-section ( 1) of section 4 beyond a period of three years . 

7. Meetings of the Committee.- (1) The Committee shall main 
tain its office at such place or places at Guruvayoor as the Committee 
may determine , for the transaction of its business. 

(2 ) Every meeting of the Committee shall be presided over by 
the Chairman and in his absence by the Vice -Chairpian and ir, the 
absence of both the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman , by a person 
elected for the purpose by the members present from among them 
selves . 

( 3) No business shall be transacted at any meeting of the Com 
mittee unless at least five members thereof are prezent. 

(4 ) Questions arising at a meeting of the Committee shall be

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8. Acts or proceedings of Committee not to be invalidated. - NO

( c ) to ensure that the funds of the endowments of the Temple 

are spent according to the wishes so far as may be known 

of the donors : 
(f) to make provision for the payment of suitable emoluments 

to the salaried state of the Devaswom : and 
(g ) to do all such things as may be incidental and conducive 

to the efficient management of the affairs of the Dere we 
and the convenience of the worshippers . 
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11. Alienation of Devaswom properties .-- (1) No movable property 
of a non -perishable nature which is in the possession of the Com 
mittee and the value of which is more than five thousand rupees and 
no jewelleries shall be sold , pledged or otherwise alienated without 
the previous approval of the Government. 

(2 ) No immovable property taken possession of by the Committee 
shall be mortgaged , sold or otherwise alienated except with the 
previous sanction of the Government. 

12. Limitation of borrowing power . - The Committee shall have 
no power to borrow money from any person except with the previous 
sanction of the Government. 

13. Administration report.- ( 1) The Committee shall annually

( 3 ) There shall be levied a contribution from the Temple Fund 
towards the leave allowances , pension and provident fund of the 
Administrator to the extent required by the rules for the time being 
in force . 

(4) Subject to the provisions of sub -sections (1 ) and (2 ), the 
conditions of service of the Administrator shall be such as may be 
prescribed. 


16. Addilional charge of oflice of Administrator.- (1) Notwita 
standing the provisions of sections 14 and 15, it shall be competent 
for the Government to appoint an officer of the Government not 
below the rank of Deputy Collector or Deputy Commissioner appo 
inted under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments 
Act, 1951 (Madras Act , XIX of 1951 ) to be in additional charge of 
the office of the Administrator, pending appointment of the Adminis 
trator under section 14 or when the office is temporarily vacant : 

Provided that the period of such additional charge shall not 
exceed one month . 

( 2 ) An oflicer appointed to be in additional charge of the office 
of the Administrator under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be paid out of the 
Temple Fund such allowances as the Government may fix in this 
behalf. 

17. Powers and duties of Administrator.- (1) The Administrator shall be 
the Secretary to the Committee and its chief executive officer and shall, subject 
to the control of the Committee, have powers to carry out its decisions in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act and the Madras Hindu 
Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951), 
as far as they are applicable . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1 ) or in section 
3, the Administrator shall be responsible for the custody of all records and 
properties of the Devaswom . 

(3) The Administrator,shall arrange for the proper collection of offer 
ings made in the Temple. 

(4) The Administrator shall have power 

(a) to grant licences for the use of the lands of the Temple for a period 
not exceeding one year at a time or to lease out for a period not exceeding 
one year at a time the buildings of the Temple which are ordinarily let ; 

(b ) to call for tenders for works or supplies and to accept such tenders 
when the amount or value thereof does not exceed five thousand rupces ; and 

(c) to order for any emergency repairs, the cost of which does not 
exceed five thousand rupees: 

Provided that the exercise of the powers under clause (a ) or clause (b ) 
shall be subject to the directions, if any, of the Committee issued in that 
behalf. 

18. Extraordinary powers of Administrator.-- (1) The Administrator may in cases 
of emergency direct the execution of any work or the doing of any act which 
is not provided for in the budget for the year and the immediate execution or the 
doing of which is in his opinion necessary for the preservation of the proper 
ties ofthe Temple and its endowments or for the service or safety ofworshippers 
resorting to the Temple or for the due performance of the rites and 
monies therein and may direct that the expenses of executing such work or 
doing such act shall be paid from the Temple Fund . 
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( 2) Any action taken by the Administrator under sub-section ( 1) shall 
forthwith bé reported to the Committee together with the reasons there 
for. 

19. Establishment schedule.- (1) The Administrator may, as soon as may 
be after the commencement of this Act, prepare and submit to the 
Committee a schedule setting forth the duties, designations and grades of the 
officers and employees who may in his opinion constitute the establishment 
of the Temple and embodying his proposals with regard to the salaries and 
allowances payable to them . 

( 2) The Committee shall forward the schedule submitted to it under sub 
section (1) with its recommendations thereon to the Commissioner for appro 
val. 

(3) The Commissioner shall, after considering the recommendations 
of the Committee, approve such schedule either withoutmodification or with 
such modifications as he deems necessary, and thereupon such schedule as 
approved by the Commissioner shall come into force. 

(4 ) No change shall be effected in the schedule except with the approval 
of the Commissioner. 

(5) Subject to such exceptions as the Committee mayby general or special 
order direct, the officers and employees of the Devaswom in the service of the 
Devaswom immediately before the commencement of this Act shall 
continue as such , and the conditions of their service shall be such as may be 
prescribed . 

(6) The creation of any new appointment carrying a salary of not less 
than two hundred rupees per mensem shall be subject to the previous sanction 
of the Government. 

(7) A person who does not profess the Hindu religion shall be disqua 
lified for being appointed as, or for being, an officeror servant of the Devaswom . 

20. Appointment of officers and employees.--- (1) Appointments ofallofficers and 
employees of the Temple shall be made by a Board consisting of 

(a ) the Commissioner , who shll be the Chairman ; 
(b ) the Administrator, 

(c) an officer professing the Hindu religion authorised by the District 
Collector, Trichur , in this behalf; and 


(d ) two persons elected by the Committee from among its members. 

(2) In the exercise of its power under sub-section (1), the Board shall 
follow such procedure as may be prescribed. 


IV 


CHAPTER 
BUDGET , ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
21. Budget.-(1) The Administrator shall every year prepare in such 
manner and in such form as may be prescribed a budget estimate of the 
receipts and expenditure of the Devaswom for the following year and place 
it before the Committee which may approve it without modification or with 
such modifications as it may deem fit . 

(2) The budget, after the approval of the Committee under sub -section 
(1), shall be submitted to the Government through the Commissioner Lefore 
such date as may be fixed by the Government in that behalf. 

(3) The Commissioner shall submit the budget to the Government with 
his recommendations before such date as may be fixed by the Government in 
that behalf. 

(4 ) Before sanctioning a budget, the Government shall satisfy themselves 
that adequate provision has been made in the budget for the maintenance 
of the prescribed working balance and for meeting the liabilities of the 
Devaswom . 

(5 ) If the budget does not provide for the matters mentioned in sub 
section (4 ), the Governmentmay modify any part of budget so as to ensure 
that such provisions are made. 

(6 ) The decision of the Government sanctioning the budget, subject to 
modifications, if any, shall be communicated to the Committee through the 
Commissioner at least fifteen days in advance of the commencement of the 
year to which the budget relates, and in the absence of such communication 
before the end of the preceding financial year, the budget shall be deemed to 
have been sanctioned in pursuance of this section . 

22. Revised or supplementary budget. If in the course of any year the Committee 
considers it necessary to modify the figures shown in the budget with regard 
to its receipts or expenditure, it may submit a supplementary or revised 
budget to the Government through the Commissioner : 

Provided that no alteration shall be made in the working balance without 
the consent of the Government. 
23. Audit-The Commissioner shall forward to the Government 

(a) a copy of every audit report relating to the accounts of the Deva 
swom sent to him by the auditor under section 72 of the Madras Hindu 
Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951) ; 
and 

(b ) a copy of his order under sub -section (3 ) of section 74 of the said Act 
with the reasons for the same. 

CHAPTER V 

GENERAL 
24. Temple Fund.--- (1) There shall be constituted a fund to be called 
" Sree Guruvayoor Temple Fund " which shall be vested in and be adminis 
tered by the Committee. 
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(2 ) The fund shall consist of - 

(a) the income derived from the movable and immovable properties 
of the Devaswom ; 

(b) any contributions by the Government either by way of grant or 
by way of loan ; 

(c) all fines and penalties imposed under this Act . 
(d ) all recoveries under this Act and 

(e ) any other gifts or contributionsmade by the public, local authorities 
or institutions. 

(3) The fund ray be utilised for any of the purposes prescribed under 
this Act and for all or any of the following purposes, namely : 

(a ) maintenance (including repairs and reconstruction), management 
and administration of the Temple, its properties and the temples subordinate 
thereto ; 

(b) training of archakas to perform the religious worship and cere 
monies in the Temple and the temples subordinate thereto ; 

(c) medical relief, water supply and other sanitary arrangements for 
the worshippers and the pilgrims and construction of buildings for their 
accommodation ; 

(d ) culture and propagation of the tenets and philosophy associated 
with the Temple ; 

(c) any other work or undertaking for the purposes of the Devaswom 
authorised by the Government, so long as such authorisation subsists ; and 

(f) with the previous sanction of the Government, for the establish 
ment and maintenance of or the making of any grant or contribution to any 
poor home or other similar institution . 

25. Revision by Government.- ( 1) The Government may call for and examine 
the records of the Administrator or of the Committee or of the Commissioner 
to satisfy themselves as to the regularity of such proceedings or of the correct 
ness, legality or propriety of any decision or order made thercin ; and if in 
any case it appears to the Government that any such decision or order should 
be modified , annulled , revised or remitted for reconsideration , they may 
pass orders accordingly. 

(2) The Government may stay the execution of any decision or order , 
referred to in sub-section (1) pending the exercise of their power under that 
sub-section in respect thereof. 

26. Rules.- (1) The Government may, by notification in the Gazette 
make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the gencrality of the fore 
going power , and such rules may provide for 

(a ) the manner of exercise of control by the Committee over the actions 
of the Administrator ; 
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(b) the grant of travelling or daily allowances to the members of the 
Committee ; 

(c) the performance of duties by the Committee under section 10 and 
the mode and extent of expenditure under section 24 ; 

(d ) the conditions of service of the Administrator ; 
(e) the publication of the administration report under section 13 ; 
(f) the custody of records and properties of the Devaswom ; 

(g ) the payment of contributions towards the leave allowances, 
pension and provident fund of the Administrator; 

(h ) the preparation of the budget estimates for the Devaswom ; 

(i) the preparation and sanction of estimates and acceptance of tenders 
in respect of public works and for supplies; 

(i) the custody and investment of the Temple Fund by the Committee ; 


and 


as may 


(k ) any other matter which has to be, or may be, prescribed . 

( 3) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid as soon 
be after it is made before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a 
total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or in two 
successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid 
or the session immediately following, the Legislative Assembly makes any 
modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made, the rule 
shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, 

as 
the case may be; so however that any such modification or annulment shall 
be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that 


rule. 


27. Regulations.- (1) The Committee may, subject to the approval of 
the Government, make regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act and the rules made thereunder to provide for the manner in 
which the duties imposed on it under this Act and its functions there 
under shall be discharged . 

( 2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going power , such regulations may provide for 

(a) the conditions of service of the officers and employees of the 
Devaswom ; 

( b ) the observance of the rites and ceremonies and other usages in the 
Temple and the temples subordinate thereto ; 

(c ) any other matter for which regulations are required to be made 
for the purposes of this Act. 

28. Committee to be in possession of the Devaswom properties.- (1) The Commit 
tec shall be entitled to take and be in possession of all movable and immovable 


properties including jewelleries, records, documents and other assets belong . 
ing to the Devaswom . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), pending 
constitution of the Committee, the Administrator shall be entitled to take 
and be in possession of all the properties referred to in that sub-section . 

(3) If in obtaining such possession ,the Committee or any person authorised 
in this behalf by the Committee or the Administrator is resisted or obstructed 
by any one, the Committee or the Administrator, as the case may be,may make 
a requisition in the prescribed forin to the Collector of the district in which 
any such property is situate to deliver possession thereof to the Committee 
or the Administrator , as the case may be. 

(4 ) Where a requisition is made to the Collector under sub-section (3), 
the Collector shall hold summary inquiry into the facts of the case and if 
satisfied that the resistance or obstruction was without any just cause , shall 
comply with the said requisition ; and in exercising the powers under this 
section , the Collector may use such force as may be necessary. 

(5 ) Every person authorised by the Committee or acting under its 
instructions pursuance of this section or the Administrator shall be deemed 
to be a public servant within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal 
Code (Central Act 45 of 1860 ). 

(6 ) Nothing contained in this section shall bar the institution of a suit 
by any person aggrieved by an order made thereunder for establishing his 
title to the property . 

29. Protection of action taken in good faith. --No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Government or the Commissioner or 
the Committee or any member thereof or the Administrator or any other 
person acting under the instructions of the Committee or authorised by it, for 
anyihing which is in good faith done or intended to be done under this 
Act or the rules made thereunder. 

30. Public officers to furnish copies of or extracts from certain documents.--All 
public officers having custody of any record , register, report or other docu 
ment relating to the Devaswom shall furnish such copies of or extracts from 
the sameasmay be required by the Administrator. 

31. Acts of Administrator not to be invalidated. - No act or proceeding of 
the Administrator shall be invalidated by reason only of a defect or irre. 
gularity in his appointment or on the ground that he was not entitled to hold 
or continue in office by reason ofany disqualification . 

32. Savings. - Nothing in this Act shall, ave as otherwise expressly pro 
vided in this Act or the rules m de thereunder, affect any honour, emolu 
ment or perquisite to which any person is entitled by custom or o herwise 
fiom or in the Devaswom or its established usage in regard to any other 


matter . 
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33. Removal of difficulties.- If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the 
provisions of this Act the Government may, as occasion may require, 
by order, do anything not inconsistent with this Act or the rules made 
thereunder , which appears to them necessary for the purpose of removing 
the difficulty . 

34. Application of Madras Act XIX of 1951.- (1) The provisions of the 
Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras 
Act XIX of 1951), shall, exceptin respect of matters for which provisions 
have been made in this Act, apply to the Devaswom . 

(2 ) Subject to the provisions of this Act, any reference in any 
provision of the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 
1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951), to the trustee or trustees or the Board of 
Trustees shall, in the application of that provision to the Devaswom , be 
be construed as a reference to the Committee. 

35. Schemeframed for the Temple not to apply:-- The scheme framed for the 
Temple by the High Court ofMadras in Appeals Nos. 211 and 212 of 1930, 
as modified by the District Court, South Malabar, in O.S. No. 1 of 1933, 
shall cease to apply to the Temple. 

36. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Guruvayoor Devaswom Ordinance , 1971 
( 12 of 1971), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal anything donc or any action taken 
under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken under 
this Act.

BILL 
to make provision for the proper administration of the Roodalmani 

ckam Devaswom in Irinjalakuda. 

Preamble.--WHEREAS the Koodalmanickami Temple in 
Irinjalakuda is a very ancient temple of unique importance which 
owns extensive properties and endowments ; 

AND WHEREAS under the Proclamation issued by His Highness 
the Raja of Cochin on the 30th November , 1917 and the scheme of 
management issued under that Proclamation , the administration , 
control and management of the Devaswom have been vested in the 
Thachudaya Kaimal; 

AND WHEREAS the administration and management of the 
Devaswom by the Thachudaya Kaimal has deteriorated and a situ 
ation has arisen rendering it expedient to re -organise , in the interests 
of the general public , the scheme of management of the affairs of 
the Devaswom and to provide better administration therefor in 
supersession of all previous laws and arrangements applicable 
thereto ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-second Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 


CHAPTER 


PRELIMINARY 
1 . Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Koodalmanickam Devaswom Act, 1971. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th day 
of March , 1971. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) Administrator" means the Administrator appointed under 
section 14 ; 

( b ) " Committee " mcans the Koodalmanickam Devaswom 
Managing Committee constituted under section 3 ; 
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(c ) " Devaswom " means the Temple , and includes its properties 
and endowments, and the subordinate temples attached to it; 

( d ) "Kaimal" means the person appointed to be the Thachu 
daya Kaimal of the Koodalmanickam Devaswom in accordance with 
accepted custom ; 

(e ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act; 

(f) " Temple ” means the Koodalmanickam Temple in Irin . 
jalakuda; 

(8 ) " Temple Fund " means the Sree Koodalmanickam Temple 
Fund constituted under section 23. 


CHAPTER II 


THE COMMITTEE 
3. Incorporation.- ( 1) The administration, control and manage 
ment of the Devaswom shall be vested in a Committee constituted 
in the manner hereinafter provided . 

(2 ) The Committee shall by the name of the " Koodalmanickam 
Devaswom Managing Committee " be a body corporate and shall have 
perpetual succession and a common seal and shall by the said name 
sue and be sued through the Administrator . 

4. Composition of Committee.- (1 ) The Committee shall consist 
of the following members, namely : 

( a ) the Kaimal, who shall be the Chairman : 

Provided that if the Kaimal is unable to function as the Chairman 
for any reason or the office of the Kaimal falls vacant, the Government 
may nominate any person professing the Hindu religion to be the 
Chairman for the period during which the Kaimal is unable to func 
tion as Chairman or the office is vacant, as the case may be, subject 
to a maximum period of three years ; 

(b ) the Administrator , e.c-officio ; 

(c ) the Commissioner of Hindu Religious and Charitable 
Endowments appointed under the Madras Hindu Religious and 
Charitable Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951), 
ex-officio ; 

( d ) the President of the Cochin Devaswom Board, er -officio ; 

( e ) the District Collector, Trichur, or if he is not a person 
professing the Hindu religion , any officer professing the Hindu 
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eligion and not below the rank of Deputy Collector Dominated by 
the District Collector in this behalf , er-officio ; 

(f) two persons professing the Hindu religion nominated by 
the Government. 

(2 ) A person shall be disqualified for being nominated as 
Chairman under the proviso to clause (a ) of sub -section (1) or as 
member under clause (f) of that sub -section if he is subject to any 
of the disqualifications mentioned in clauses (a ), (b ) and (c) of sub 
section (3 ) of section 5 . 

5. Term of office of non -official members , resignation and removal 
of such members and casual vacancies in their office.- (1 ) A member 
nominated under clause (f) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 4 shall hold 
office for a period of three years from the date of his nomination and 
shall be eligible for re-nomination, 

( 2) The Chairman nominated under the proviso to clause (a ) 
of sub -section ( 1) of section 4 or a member referred to in sub -section 
( 1), may resign his office by giving notice in writing thereof to the 
Government and shall cease to be the Chairman or member , as the 
case may be, on the resignation being accepted by the Government . 

( 3) The Government may, by order, remove from office the 
Chairman or a member referred to in sub-section , (2) if 
(a ) he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a com . 

petent court ; or 
(b ) he has applied for being adjudged an insolvent, or is an 

undischarged insolvent ; or 
( c) he has been convicted of any offence involving moral 

turpitude; or 
(d ) he has been guilty of corruption or misconduct in thin 

administration of the Devaswom ; or 
( e ) his presence in the Committee is , in the opinion of the 
Government, prejudicial to the 

interests 

of the 
Devaswom ; or 
(f) he has absented himself for more than three consecutive 

meetings of the Committee and is unable to explain 

such absence to the satisfaction of the Committee; or. 
( 8) he , being a legal practitioner , has acted or appeared on 

behalf of any person against the Devaswom in any legal 

proceeding ; or 
(h ) ceases to profess the Hindu religion , 
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( 4 ) The Chairman or a member shall not be removed under 
sub -section (3 ) unless he has been given a reasonable opportunity 
of showing cause against his removal. 

(5 ) An order of the Government under sub- section (3 ) shall be 
final and shall not be liable to be questioned in any court of law . 

(6 ) The term of office of a member appointed to fill a casual 
vacancy shall be for so long only as the member whose place has 
been filled would have been entitled to hold office if the vacancy 
had not occurred . 


6. Dissolution and supersession of Committee.- (1 ) If, in the 
opinion of the Government, the Committee is not competent to 
perform or makes default in performing the duties imposed on it 
under this Act or exceeds or abuses its powers, the Govern 
ment may , after such enquiry as may be necessary , by notification 
in the Gazette, supersede the Committee for such period not exceed 
ing six months as the Government may deem fit. 

(2 ) Before issuing a notification under sub -section ( 1) , the 
Government shall communicate to the Committee the grounds on 
which they propose to do so , fix a reasonable time for the Committee 
to show cause against the proposal and consider its explanations 
and objections, if any . 

( 3 ) Where a Committee is superseded under this section , the 
Government shall appoint a person in the service of the Government 
and professing the Hindu religion to exercise the powers and perform 
the functions of the Committee until the expiry of the period of 
supersession : 

Provided that the period during which the Committee remains 
superseded shall not have the effect of extending the maximum 
term of office of the Chairman nominated under the proviso to 
clause (a ) of sub -section ( 1) of section 4 or of a member nominated 
under clause (f) of that sub -section beyond a period of three years . 

7. Meetings of the Committee.- (1) The Committee shall main 
lain its office at such place or places at Irinjalakuda as the Commit 
tee may determine, for the transaction of its business . 

(2 ) Every meeting of the Committee shall be presided over by 
the Chairman and in his absence by a person elected for the purpose 
by the members present from among themselves. 


(3 ) No business shall be transacted at any meeting of the 
Committee unless at least five members thereof are present . 
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(4 ) Questions arising at a meeting of the Committee shall be 
decided by a majority of the votes of the members present thereat 
and the Chairman or the person presiding shall have and exercise 
his casting vote in the case of equality of votes. 

8. Acts or proceedings of Committee not to be invalidated .-- No 
act or proceeding of the Committee shall be invalidated merely by 
reason of 

( a ) any vacancy in , or any defect in the constitution of, the 

Committee; 
(b ) any defect in the nomination or election of a person 

acting as the Chairman or a member of the Committee ; or 
( c) any irregularity in the procedure of the Committee not 

affecting the merits of the case. 
9 . Remuneration of Chairman and members.-- ( 1 ) Where the 
Kaimal is the Chairman , he shall be entitled to an honorariun of 
three thousand eight hundred rupees and two thousand twenty -four 
paras of paddy per annum . 

( 2 ) No member of the Committee other than the Chairman 
(where he is the Kaimal) or the Administrator shall receive or be 
paid from out of the Temple Fund any salary or other remuneration 
except such travelling or daily allowances, if any, as may be 
prescribed . 


10. Duties of Committee. - Subject to the provisions of this 
Act and the rules made thereunder, it shall be the duty of the 
Committee 

(a ) to arrange for the proper performance of the rites and 

ceremonies in the Temple and the subordinate temples 
attached thereto in accordance with the pathim or scale of 

expenditure specified in Schedule 1; 
(b ) to provide facilities for the proper performance of worship 

by the worshippers; 
( c) to ensure the safe custody of the funds, valuable securi 

ties and jewelleries and the preservation and manage. 

ment of the properties vested in the Temple ; 
(a ) to ensure maintenance of order and discipline and proper 

hygeinic conditions in the Temple and the subordinate 
temples attached thereto and of proper standard of clean 

liness and purity in the offerings made therein ; 
(e ) to ensure that the funds of the endowments of the Temple 

are spent according to the wishes so far as may be known 
of the donors ; 
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( f) to make provision for the payment of suitable emoluments 

to the salaried staff of the Devaswom ; and 
(g ) to do all such things as may be incidental and conducive to 

the efficient management of the affairs of the Devaswom 

and the convenience of the worshippers. 
11. Alienation of Devaswom properties .- (1 ) No movable pro 
perly of a non -perishable nature which is in the possession of the 
Committee and the value of which is more than five thousand rupees 
and no jewelleries shall be sold , pledged or otherwise alienated with 
out the previous approval of the Government. 

(2) No immovable property taken possession of by the Committee 
shall be mortgaged, sold or otherwise alienated except with the 
previous sanction of the Government. 

12. Limitation of borrowing power . - The Committee shall have 
10 power to borrow money from any person except with the previous 
- sanction of the Government . 

13. Administration report.- ( 1) The Committee shall annually 
submit to the Government a report on the administration of the 
affairs of the Devaswom at such time as the Government may 
prescribe, and such report shall be forthwith published by the 
Committee in the prescribed manner. 

(2 ) The report prepared and published under sub -section (1) 
shall, as soon as possible , be laid before the Legislative Assembly 


CHAPTER III 
ADMINISTRATION AND ESTABLISHMENT 
14. Appointment of Administrator.-- The Government shall 
appoint an officer not below the rank of Tahsildar or Assistant 
Commissioner of Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments 
appointed under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable 
Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951) and professing 
the Hindu religion to be the Administrator for the Devaswom . 

15. Conditions of service of Administrator.- (1 ) The Adminis 
trator shall be a full- time officer of the Devaswom and shall not 
undertake any work unconnected with his office without the permis 
sinn of the Committee . 


( 2) The Administrator shall be paid out of the Temple Fund 
such salary and allowances as the Governmentmay fix in this behalf . 
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( 3) There shall be levied a contribution from the Temple Fund 
towards the leave allowances, pension and provident fund of the 
Administrator to the extent required by the rules for the time being 
in force. 

(4 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -sections (1 ) and (2 ), the 
conditions of service of the Administrator shall be such as may be 
prescribed . 

16. Additional charge of office of Administrator.--- ( 1) Notwith 
standing the provisions of sections 14 and 15 , it shall be competen ! 
for the Government to appoint an officer of the Government not 
below the rank of Tahsildar or Assistant Commissioner appointed 
under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments Act , 
1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951), to be in additional charge of the 
office of the Administrator, pending appointment of the Administra 
tor under section 14 or when the office is temporarily vacant : 

Provided that the period of such additional charge shall not 
exceed one month . 

( 2) An officer appointed to be in additional charge of the otlice 
of the Administrator under sub -section ( 1) shall be paid out of the 
Temple Fund such allowances as the Government may fix in this 
behalf. 


17. Powers and duties of Administrator.--- ( 1) The Administrator 
shall be the secretary to the Committee and its chief executive 
officer and shall, subject to the control of the Committee , have 
powers to carry out its decisions in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act. 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1) or in 
section 3, the Administrator shall be responsible for the custody of 
all records and properties of the Devaswom . 

( 3 ) The Administrator shall arrange for the proper collection 
of offerings made in the Temple . 

(4 ) The Administrator shall have power 

(a ) to appoint all officers and employees of the Temple; 
(b ) to grant licences for the use of the lands of the Temple 

for a period not exceeding one year at a time or to lease 
out for a period not exceeding one year at a time the 

buildings of the Temple which are ordinarily let; 
(c ) to call for tenders for works or supplies and to accept 

such tenders when the amount or value thereof does not 
exceed five thousand rupees ; and 
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(d ) to order for any emergency repairs the cost of which 

does not exceed five thousand rupees : 


Provided that the exercise of the powers under clause ( a ) or 
clause (b ) or clause ( c) shall be subject to the directions, if any, 
of the Committee issued in that behalf. 


18. Extraordinary powers of Administrator .- ( 1) The Administrator 
may in cases of emergency direct the execution of any work or the 
doing of any act which is not provided for in the budget for the year 
and the immediate execution or the doing of which is in his opinion 
necessary for the preservation of the properties of the Temple and its 
endowments or for the service or safety of worshippers resorting to the 
Temple or for the due performance of the rites and ceremonies therein 
and may direct that the expenses of executing such work or doing 
such act shall be paid from the Temple Fund . 

(2 ) Any action taken by the Administrator under sub -section ( 1) 
shall forthwith be reported to the Committee together with the reasons 
therefor . 


19. Establishment schedule.- (1 ) The Administrator may, as soon 
as may be after his appointment, prepare and submit to the Committee 
a schedule setting forth the duties, designations and grades of the 
oflicers and employees who may in his opinion constitute the establish 
ment of the Temple and embodying his proposals with regard to the 
salaries and allowances payable to them , and such schedule shall come 
into force on approval by the Committee. 

(2 ) No change shall be effected in the schedule except with the 
sanction of the Committee. 

(3 ) Subject to such exceptions as the Committee may by general 
or special order direct. the officers and employees of the Devaswom 
in the service of the Devaswom immediately before the commence 
ment of this Act shall continue as such , and the conditions of 
their service shall be such as may be prescribed . 

( 4 ) The creation of any new appointment carrying a salary of 
not less than two hundred rupees per mensem shall be subject to the 
previous sanction of the Government. 

(5 ) A person who does not profess the Hindu religion shall be 
disqualified for being appointed as , or for being , an officer or servant 
of the Devaswom . 
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CHAPTER IV 

BUDGET , ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
20 . Buclget.- ( 1 ) The Administrator shall every year prepare in 
such manner and in such form as may be prescribed a budget estimate 
of the receipts and expenditure of the Devaswom for the following year 
and place it before the Committee which may approve it without 
modification or with such modifications as it may deem fit . 

( 2 ) The budget, after the approval of the Committee under sub 
section ( 1) , shall be submitted to the Government before such date 
as may be fixed by the Government in that behalf . 

( 3 ) Before sanctioning a budget, the Government shall satisfy 
themselves that adequate provision has been made in the budget for 
the maintenance of the prescribed working balance and for meeting 
the liabilitics of the Devaswom . 

(4 ) If the budget as submitted to the Government does not provide 
for the matters mentioned in sub -section ( 3 ) , the Government may 
modify any of the budget so as to ensure that such provisions 
are made. 

(5 ) The decision of the Government sanctioning the budget, 
subject to modifications, if any, shall be communicated to the Committee 
at Icast fiftcen days in advance of the commencement of the year to which 
the budget relates, and in the absence of such communication before the end 
of the preceding financialyear, the budget shallbe deemed to have been 
sanctioned in pursuance of this section . 

21. Revised or supplementary budyet.- If in the course of any year the 
Committee considers it necessary to modify the figures shown in the 
budget with regard to its receipts or expenditure, it may submit a supple 
mentary or revised budget to the Government : 

Provided that no alteration shall be made in the working balance with 
out the consent of the Government. 

22. Judit.- (1) The Government shall every year appoint an auditor 
to audit the accounts of the Devaswom and fix his remuneration . 

(2 ) The remuneration to the auditor shall be paid from the Temple 
Fund . 

(3) The auditor shall submithis report to the Committee and send a 
copy of it to the Government, and thicrcupon the Government may issue 
such directions thcron as they deem lit and the Committee shall comply with 
such directions. 
( 4) The report

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CHAPTER V 


GENERAL 
23. Temple Fund.- (1 ) There shall be constituted a fund to be called 
" Sree Koodalmanickam Temple Fund” which shall be vested in and be 
administered by the Committee. 

(2) The fund shall consist of 

(a ) the income derived from the movable and immovable pro 
perties of the Devaswom ; 

(b ) any contributions by the Government either by way of grant or 
by way of loan ; 

(c) all fines and penalties imposed under this Act ; 
(d ) all recoveries under this Act; and 

(e) any other gifts or contributions made by the public, local autho 
rities or institutions. 

(3) The fund may be utilised for any of the purposes prescribed under 
this Act and for all or any of the following purposes, namely: 

(a) maintenance (including repairs and reconstruction ), manage 
ment and administration of the Temple , its properties and the temples 
subordinate thereto ; 

(b ) training of archakas to perform the religious worship and cere 
inonies in the Temple and the temples subordinate thercio ; 

(c) medical relief, water supply and other sanitary arrangements for 
the worshippers and the pilgrims and construction of buildings for their 
accommodation ; 

(d ) culture and propagation of the tenets and philosophy associated 
with the Temple ; 

(e) any other work or undertaking for the purposes of the Devaswom 
authorised by the Government, so long as such authorisation subsists ; and 

(1) with the previous sanction of the Government, for the establish 
ment and maintenance of or the making of any grant or contribution to any 
poor-home or other similar institution . 

24. Revision by Government.- (1 ) The Government may call for and 
examine the records of the Administrator or of the Committee to satisfy 
themselves as to the regularity of such proceedings or of the correctness, 
legality or propriety of any decision or order made therein ; and if in any 
case it appears to the Government that any such decision or order should be 
modified, annulled , revised or remitted for re- consideration , they may pass 
orders accordingly. 

(2 ) The Governmentmay stay the execution of any decision or order 
te crred to in sub-section (!) pendi: g the exercise of their power under that 
sub-section in respect thereof. 
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25. Rules .- (1) The Governmentmay, by notification in the Gazette , 
make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

( 2) In particular , and without prejudice to the generality ofthe fore 
going power, such rules may provide for 

(a ) the manner of exercise of control by the Committee over the 
actions of the Administrator ; 

(b) the grant of travelling or daily allowances to the members of the 
Committee; 

(c) the performance of duties by the Committee under section 10 
and the mode and extent of expenditure under section 23 ; 

( d ) the conditions of service of the Administrator ; 
(e) the publication of the administration report under section 13; 
(1) the custody of the records and properties of the Devaswom ; 

(g ) the payment of contributions towards the Icave allowances, 
pension and provident fund of the Administrator ; 

(h ) the preparation of the budget estimates for the Devaswom ; 

(i) the preparation and sanction of estimates and acceptance of 
tenders in respect of public works and for supplies ; 

(i) the custody and investment of the Temple Fund by the 
Committee ; 

(k ) the audit of the accounts of the Devaswom , the particulars to be 
mentioned in the audit report and the manner of publication thereof and of 
the directions issued under section 22 ; 

(1) the recovery of amounts payable to auditors appointed by the 
Government; and 

(m ) any other matter which has to be, or may be, prescribed . 

(3) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as 
may be after it is made, before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session 

of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or 
in two successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session in which it 
is so laid , or the session immediately following, the Legislative Assembly 
makes any modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be 
made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or 
ofno effect, as the case may be ; so however that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule . 

26. Regulations.- (1) The Committee may, subject to the approval of 
the Government, make regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act and the rules made thereunder to provide for the manner in 
which the duties imposed on it under this Act and its functions there 
under shall be discharged.

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(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power , such regulationsmay provide for 

(a) the conditions of service of the officers and employees of the 
Devaswom ; 

(b ) the observance of the rites and ceremonies and other usages in 
the Temple and the temples subordinate thereto; 

(c) any othermatter for which regulations are required to be 
made for the purposes of this Act. 

27. Committee to be in possession of the Devaswom properties.- ( 1) The 
Committee shall be entitled to take and be in possession of all movable and 
immovable properties including jewelleries, records, documents and other 
assets belonging to the Devaswom . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), pending 
constitution of the Committee, the administrator shall be entitled to take 
and be in possession of all the properties referred to in that sub-section . 

(3) If in obtaining such possession, the Committee or any person 
authorised in this behalf by the Committee or the Administrator is resisted 
or obstructed by any one, the Committee or the Administrator, as the case 
may be, may make a requisition in the prescribed form to the Collector of 
the district in which any such property is situate to deliver possession 
thereof to the Committee or the Administrator, as the case may be. 

(4) Where a requisition is made to the Collector under sub -section 
(3), the Collector shall hold a summary inquiry into the facts of the case 
and if satisfied that the resistance or obstruction was without any just cause , 
shall comply with the said requisition ; and in exercising the powers under 
this section, the Collector may use such force as may be necessary . 

(5) Every person authorised by the Committee or acting under its 
instructions in pursuance of this section or the Administrator shall be 
deemed to be a public servant within the meaning of section 21 of the 
Indian Penal Code (Central Act 45 of 1860). 

(6 ) Nothing contained in this section shall bar the institution of a 
suit by any person aggrieved by an order made thereunder for establishing 
his title to the property . 

28. Protection of action taken in good faith .--- No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Government or the Committee or any 
member thereof or the Administrator or any other person acting under the 
instructions of the committee or authorised by it, for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done under this Act or the rules 
made thereunder . 

29. Public officers to furnish copies of or extracts from certain documents. 
All public officers having custody of any record , register, report 

other 
document relating to the Devaswom shall furnish such copies of or extracts 
from the sameasmay be required by the Administrator. 
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30. Acts of Administrator not to be invalidated.—No act or proceeding of 
the Administrator shall be invalidated by reason only of a defect or irregu 
larity in his appointment or on the ground that he was not entitled to hold 
or continue in office by reason of any disqualification . 

31. Certain rights and privileges of Kaimal not to be affected. - Nothing in this 
Act shall be deemed to affect the customary rights and privileges of 
the Thachudaya Kaimal as particularised in Schedule II. 

32. Savings .---Nothing in this Act shall, save as otherwise expressly 
provided in this Act or the rules made thereunder, affect any honour, 
emolument or perquisite to which any person is entitled by custom or other 
wise, from or in the Devaswom , or its established usage in regard to any 
other matter. 

33. Removal of difficulties. If any difficulty arises in giving effert to the 
provisions of this Act, the Government may, as occasion may require, 
by order, do anything not inconsistent with this Act or the rules 
made thereunder, which appears to them necessary for the purpose of re 
moving the difficulty. 

34. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Koodalmanickam Devaswom Proclama

SCHEDULE II

Rights and privileges of Thachudaya Kaimal 
(1) When the Kaimalgoes to the Temple for worship he is entitled to 
take an escort with a sword, to blow conch and to take lights. 

(2 ) He can ring the Temple bells and worship the Deity from the 
sopanam steps and receive thirtham and prasadom from the Melsanthi direct. 

(3 ) He can take his bath in the thirtham tank . 

(4 ) He is the person to present Koora and Pavithrom to the Thanthries 
before the commencement of the Utsavom festival annually , 

(5) He is entitled to accompany the Deity when taken out for Pallivetta 
and Arat processions during Utsavom . 

(6 ) He is the chief religious authority to clear all doubts in connection 
with the internalmanagement of the Temple in matters of religion . 

(7 ) When the Kaimal dies, purification ceremony should be perfonned 
in the Temple and the cremation ceremony should be performed by Brahmins. 
A Kalabham ceremony should also be performed in the Temple on the anni 
versary of the death of the Kaimal. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Koodalmanickam Temple in Irinjalakuda is a very ancient 
temple of unique importance which owns extensive properties and 
endowments. The administration , control and management of the 
Devaswom were vested in the Thachudaya Kaimal under the Proclama 
tion issued by His Highness the Raja of Cochin on 30th November, 
1917 and the scheme of 

issued thereunder . The adiaini 
stration 

and management of the Devaswom by the Thachulaya Kaimal 
has deteriorated and a situation has arisen rendering it expedient 
ment of the affairs of the Devaswom and to provide better administra 
tion therefor in supersession of all previous laws and arrangements 
applicable thereto. Since the Legislative Assembly was not in session 
and the situation called for immediate action , the Koodalmanickam 
Devaswom Ordinance, 1971 (13 of 1971), was promulgated by the 
Governor for the purpose on 9-3-1971. The Bill seeks to replace the 
Crdinance by an Act of the Legislature. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation, would not involve 
any expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State . 

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 25 of the Bill seeks to empower the Government to make 
rules generally to carry out the purposes of the proposed legislation . 
The matters in respect of which rules may be made relate inter alia 
to the manner of exercise of control by the Committee over the actions 
of the Administrator, the grant of travelling and daily allowances 
to the members of the Committee, the 

conditions 

of service of 
Administrator, the publication 
of records and properties of the Devaswom ,the preparation and 

of the administration report, the cus 
sanction of 
investment of the Temple Fund, the audit of account of the Devas som 
seeks to empower the Managing Committee , subject to the approval 
of the Government, to make regulations not inconsistent with the 
provisions of the proposed legislation and the rules made thereunder 
for providing for the manner in which the duties imposed on it may 
be discharged, the conclitions of service of the officers and employees 
of the Devaswom , etc. 

2. The matters in respect of which rules or regulations may be 
made are of a routine and administrative nature. The delegation 
of legislative powers is therefore of a normal character .
